AXMINSTER 

Delay to flood 
prevention plan 

FLOOD prevention work in Willhay Lane, Axminster 
has been delayed by about six months. 

The bad news was confirmed when Axminster 
Town Council met on Monday of last week. 

One year ago, Devon County Council announced 
that a hydraulic model of River Axe would be pro¬ 
duced to provide the required information to design 
a suitably-sized culvert/bridge opening in Willhay 
Lane. 

The modelling work would be handled by the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency, but there has been a delay. 

Town, district and county councillor Andrew 
Moulding read a letter to fellow town councillors from 
Devon County Council saying: “As it stands we have 
been delayed approximately six months due to the 
Environment Agency’s flood modellers slipping from 
their original timetable. 

“There has also been the added complication 
whereby the outputs that have been supplied to us 
do not go into the level of detail that we require in 
order to accurately design the works. 

“So we are having to carry out additional analysis 
to ensure that our completed scheme does not in¬ 
crease the level of flood risk elsewhere, including 
compromising the railway.” 

The letter was read after Axminster resident David 
Samways asked for a progress report during the 
town council meeting. 

The letter also said: “Whilst the modelling has been 
on-going we have engaged with our Engineering De¬ 
sign Group (EDG) 

“They are currently in the process of drawing up in¬ 
dicative designs for the scheme, which will then be 
developed and firmed up once we have an exact out¬ 
put from the hydraulic modelling. 

“Shortly the EDG are also going to initiate conver¬ 
sations with land owners who will be affected by the 
physical works. These include the land owner up¬ 
stream of the Willhay Lane culvert, the land owner 
between the Willhay Lane culvert and the railway 
line, Network Rail and the land owner downstream 
of the railway line."

SIDMOUTH 

Foul smelling sewers 
set to be cleared 

A MASSIVE build-up of food waste, fatty deposits 
and other debris will be drained from Sidmouth’s 
sewers by the end of the month, South West Water 
has confirmed. 

Specially assigned contractors began clearing out 
the town's pipes last night (Monday) and are due to 
finish the major clean-up job next week. 

Concerns were first raised in April about the state 
of Sidmouth’s sewers, when foul-smelling waste 
surfaced on the Esplanade and disrupted the Scouts’ 
St George’s Day parade. 

Angry residents kicked up a stink about the con¬ 
ditions and East Devon MP Hugo Swire stepped in to 
urge the authorities to take action. 

And now South West Water has confirmed the 
work will be carried out and the threat of any bad 
smells dealt with in time for the start of Sidmouth’s 
Folk Week celebrations. 

Richard Gilpin, Head of 
Waste Services at South 
West Water, said: “As 
well as fat and food 
waste, we expect to en¬ 
counter lots of debris 
washed into the sewers 
during the extremely 
wet weather earlier this 
year. 

“Removing this build¬ 
up will increase the ca¬ 
pacity of the sewers and 
prevent blockages and 
bad smells.” 

The giant masses of 
waste, or ‘fatbergs’, build 
up when grease and 
other unsuitable de¬ 
posits are poured down 
sinks and into the 
sewage network. 

Water agencies up and 
down the country spend 
millions of pounds every 
year clearing clogged 
sewers. 

Mr Gilpin added: “We 
have timed the work so 
that it will be finished 
before Sidmouth Folk 
Week starts on Friday, 
August 1st. 

“We will do our best to 
keep any disruption to 
an absolute minimum.” 



COLYTON & COLYFORD 

Independence 
for Colyf ord? 

THE Mayor of Colyford has claimed village residents 
are not getting a fair deal by being grouped with 
neighbouring Colyton, and has asked councillors to 
consider its future as part of the parish. 

Mayor Howard West, who also sits on Colyton 
Parish Council, raised the issue of the future of Coly¬ 
ford as part of the parish at last week’s meeting, 
saying that residents did not get enough in return for 
the amount of council tax precept they paid. 

Councillor West said he wanted to bring the issue 
forward as he was under pressure from Colyford 
residents who voted for him, saying many of them 
had asked “what are we really getting out of being 
part of Colyton parish?” 

Councillor West said he was “increasingly 
alarmed” about how Colyford would be protected as 
part of Colyton parish in the future. He claimed that 
Colyford made up 24 per cent of the total parish pop¬ 
ulation this year, but paid £12,331 of the council tax 
precept, equivilent to 28 per cent. 

He asked members of the council what the village 
recieved in return, adding: “In my 13 years as a resi¬ 
dent and three years as a councillor, we have got the 
following: two village gateways, £9,000 for the Coly¬ 
ford Memorial Hall refurbishment and two bus shel¬ 
ters from Devon County Council, but only one 
painted to date by John, our handyman, after a wait 
of over a year! 


HONITON 

Cuts 'destroying 9 
community life 

HONITON residents are fearful that the combined 
impact of cutbacks in public service provision cur¬ 
rently facing the town could have a damaging and 
long-lasting effect, a special report by Pulman’s 
View has revealed. 

As this newspaper has reported in recent months, 
cash-strapped public bodies have been forced to 
look for savings and efficiencies to best manage 
dwindling budgets. 

And their cost-cutting focus is affecting services 
across every aspect of public life, including: 

• Day care services - Day services for older people 
at the St Michael’s Day Centre will be stopped in 
phases, with the potential for services to be pro¬ 
vided through alternative local facilities; 

• Youth services - A recommendation to close 
Honiton’s youth centre has been approved, with the 
nearest ‘youth hub’ facilities to be based in 
Exmouth; 

•Community hospital beds - A service review on 
the provision of community hospital in-patient 
beds across East Devon is underway and a decision 
is expected in November and health bosses have 
given strong indications that the number of beds 
will be cut; 

• Library services - A consultation on the future of 
Honiton’s library ended this week and the facility is 
likely to be converted into a multi-functional 
‘Devon Centre’ - it is not yet clear which services 
will be retained; 

• Children’s Centre services - A consultation on 
the future of children’s centres across Devon has 
now closed and proposals are being drawn up, with 
the county council specifying its intention to re¬ 
duce the number of children’s centre buildings, fo¬ 
cusing resources on the most deprived areas; 

• Police Station front desk provision - Devon and 
Cornwall Police has confirmed its intention to close 
the enquiry point at Honiton Police Station and the 
proposals are due to be implemented, subject to a 
consultation ending this month (the nearest 
enquiry desk will be based in Exeter).

Outbreak of Great 
War remembered 


THE centenary of the outbreak of 
World War I will be marked in Beer 
by a number of events organised by 
the Beer 2014 Group, with funding 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund and 
local sponsors. 

Events will be staged from Friday 
1st to Monday, August 4th, and 
will include a four-day exhibition 
of photos, memorabilia and biogra¬ 
phies of many of the 150 or so men 
from the village who served in the 
war, including 28 who died. 

The exhibition will open on Au¬ 
gust 1st in the Congregational Hall, 
and on the afternoon of Saturday 
2nd there will be lectures in the 
Mariners Hall on the Zeebrugge 
Raid (in which a Beer man was 
decorated for gallantry), and the ar¬ 
chaeology of the Western Front. 

That evening in the same venue 
the film ‘War Horse’ will be 
screened, sponsored by Beer 
Quarry Caves. 

One of the lecturers, archaeolo¬ 
gist Dr David Kenyon, was an ad¬ 
viser on the making of the film, and 
appeared in it as a cavalryman. 

On the afternoon of Sunday, Au¬ 
gust 3rd the village will re-enact an 
event depicted in recently discov¬ 
ered photos taken in 1914, as Royal 
Naval Reservists from Beer 
marched off to war, led by the vil¬ 
lage band and waved off by most 


of the residents. 

Members of the original families 
will take part, as a tribute to their 
World War I ancestors and all those 
from the village who served in the 
war. 

The Ottery St Mary Silver Band 
will lead the parade, and will give 
an open air concert afterwards. 

“We want to pay tribute to all 
those who served”, said Beer 2014 
Group chairman Richard Scott, 
“and to acknowledge the contribu¬ 
tion, and the sacrifice, made by 
small communities like Beer.” 

Sunday, August 3rd will also see 
the announcement of the winners 
of the art competition, sponsored 
by the Marine House at Beer 
gallery, for which participants were 
asked to produce work inspired by 
the same photos from 1914 which 
form the basis of the re-enactment.

Public meeting 
on youth centre 

DEBBIE Humberstone will hold a public meeting to 
raise awareness of Axminster's youth centre build¬ 
ing despite assurances it is “very unlikely” to be 
boarded up. 

As reported last week, Debbie runs a support 
group for young people with mental health issues 
called The Project, which is a tenant at the youth 
centre. 

She is concerned the building will be boarded up 
when Devon County Council (DCC) closes its youth 
club this month. 

DCC’s aim is to replace it with a “community-led” 
set-up and talks are ongoing with interested parties. 
But Debbie and the current Senior Area Youth 
Worker for Axminster and Honiton, Jenny Lindow, 
are concerned about the future of the building. 

Debbie said: “Jenny and I have decided to call a 
meeting in a bid to save the centre for the commu¬ 
nity - not specifically for youth work, but just as a 
space for community use. 

“There are no other community buildings in 
Axminster, and it is such a great space that it would 
be a huge loss to Axminster if it is simply boarded 
up. 

“The meeting will be held at the centre at 7pm on 
Monday July 28th, and we would like anyone who 
has an interest in supporting our efforts to save the 
centre, or in renting/using the space for group work, 
meetings, workshops, training, office space, etc, to 
come along.” 

Axminster county councillor Andrew Moulding 
said in last week's issue that it is “very unlikely” that 
the building will be boarded up, and that there had 
been many expressions of interest. 

When told about the forthcoming meeting, he said: 
“She is jumping the gun.” 

He added that one more organisation is expected 
to make an expression of interest this week (week 
commencing July 21st).

So starts the opening chapter, 
‘Our Finest Hour', in a new book 
by Seaton historian and Freeman 
of the Town, Ted Gosling, entitled 
Seaton And East Devon In The 
Second World War. 


Ted, who has many personal 
vivid memories of growing up 
during the war years in Seaton, 
has collected many fascinating 
and moving memories from local 
people about their own experi¬ 
ences during those dark days, 
much in the public psyche at the 
moment due to the 70th an¬ 
niversary of the D-Day landings 
in which American GIs stationed 
in Seaton played such an impor¬ 
tant part. 

The book also includes fasci¬ 
nating and moving accounts of 
many men and women from the 
Seaton area who served in the 
Armed Forces throughout the 
war, including the reminiscences 
of Peggy Ball, former Seaton 


Town Council chairman who was 
a captain in the ATS. 

In her forward to the book, 
Town Mayor Gaynor Sedgwick 
reflects on how lucky Seaton is 
to have a historian such as Ted 
Gosling, curator of the town mu¬ 
seum and a prolific author, to 
document and preserve 
Seaton's rich history.

Which is the greatest story of all time? 


■ HARRY Barton, chief executive of Devon 
Wildlife Trust, that has been tasked with run¬ 
ning the planned Jurassic Coast visitor centre 
in Seaton, states that it will be “...all about 
telling the greatest story ever - the incredible 
journey of life over millions of years”. 

Acceptance of Darwinism and belief in “mil¬ 
lions of years” has always been presented in 
the context of a religious narrative that is in op¬ 
position to Christian faith. For Christians, the 
greatest story to tell is the one that surrounds 
the person and work of Jesus Christ. 

Those who developed belief in evolution and 
deep time in the 18th century were committed 


to Greek paganism and Hinduism, people such 
Benoit De Maillet, and Charles Darwin’s own 
grandfather Erasmus Darwin. This commit¬ 
ment to millions of ages was prior to scientific 
justification and arose from pagan interests. 
Also, from private letters, Charles Lyell’s 
stated aim was to undermine the biblical text (I 
have written about this in my book “Cracking 
the Darwin Code”, available on Amazon). 

As a result, the science of geology is dam¬ 
aged and fails to answer important questions 
about the fossils. When you get close to the 
fossils, you find evidence of rapid burial 
through many conformable layers, and this is 


consistent with the biblical account of a global 
flood, not uniformitarianism. 

Delicate insect wings and wood are buried 
next to marine ammonites; scelidosaurus and 
icthyosaurus fossils are found with skin im¬ 
pressions and stomach contents left; and the 
soft tissue, such as ink sacs, of some belemnites 
is found encased in stone. 

While I welcome the centre, I would urge 
children to look past the “millions of years” 
dogma and ask searching questions about the 
evidence they see before them.

■ I'M writing this letter firstly to alert people to the dif¬ 
ficulties young people face in accessing further train¬ 
ing, and secondly as a plea for sponsorship. 

My name is Fern, I’m 17 and have lived in Axminster 
almost all my life. I currently work as an apprentice for 
Axminster Health and Wellbeing Centre where we 
offer a range of services including the local food bank. 

I recently found a Level 2 Mental Health Awareness 
Course, starting in Dorchester in September. I feel this 
course would be a fantastic opportunity to develop a 
career as well as enable me to offer support to clients 
at the centre. 

Having spoken to an agent from the training com¬ 
pany I have discovered there is no funding available for 
people under the age of 19 to access this type of train¬ 
ing. This raises the cost of the course from £392 to £811. 

With all the stigma surrounding young people being 
unemployed, relying on benefits and wasting their ed¬ 
ucation I find this lack of support upsetting.

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FATHER Michael Koppell opens: “When all the news 
seems to be about conflict, you’ve got to ask where we can 
find real peace. 

“Well, the gospels reveal that inner peace was a gift our 
Lord possessed to an outstanding degree - and was able to 
share with others. So where did his sense of peace come 
from? It came from his relationship with his Father; from 
his complete confidence in his Father’s love. But that re¬ 
lationship is one our Lord empowers us to share. 

“That’s why we Christians are often called sons and 
daughters of God by adoption. And if we do share Christ’s 
sonship, his peace will be ours. As Jesus said to his apos¬ 
tles at the Last Supper: ‘My own peace I give you, a peace 
the world cannot give, this is my gift to you.’” 

We expected to report this week on an historic note by 
recording the decision of the Church of England’s General 
Synod on long-awaited proposals to admit women priests 
to the episcopate, thus expecting the first women bishops 
in 2015 or the following year at the latest. And so we can 
- the initial decision was well-received, and formal pro¬ 
ceedings may now begin. 

With the decision taken we can reflect on some of the im¬ 
plications. Continuing dissenting parishes will be able to 
ask a diocesan bishop to make arrangements to be cared 
for by a dissenting bishop. It is also good to know that the 
Chairman of the Catholic Group in the General Synod com¬ 
mented that the decision just needs greater trust. Generosity 
and mutual respect among those of differing views remains 
a need. Formal details of the two thirds majority in the three 
Houses of Synod in favour concludes the matter. Work on 
Canon Law will be needed but not on the decision in itself. 
Details can be found at www.churchnewspaper.com 
Speculation has already started over names for the first 
appointments and these include those in present posts at 
York, Salisbury, St Paul’s Cathedral and the earlier Rector 
of Honiton, now Dean of Norwich.

Brief Show History 

THE show began in 1942 when a Red Cross fund raising 
committee was formed, led by a young Jim Cross and Len 
Weekes, a gardener at Stedcombe Manor. They decided 
that a grand fete was needed to lift the spirits and raise the 
much needed cash for this crucial part of the war effort. 
They were invited to hold the fete at Stedcombe Manor 
by its then owner, Miss Stephens. 

The fete was an enormous success and the committee 
decided it would be repeated annually as a flower show 
each year, with a great array of home made goods on sale, 
as far as rationing would allow. When the war ended, the 
Dig for Victory campaign was in full swing and the Show 
transferred to the Webber’s camp field, combined with the 
Village Produce Association and started raising funds for 
various charities including those for soldiers and seamen. 

However, the rise of convenience foods and the general 
decline in vegetable growing meant that the Flower Show 
had gone into decline by the early eighties and at the same 
time costs had increased dramatically. A decision was 
taken to run the show in the Village Hall with stalls and 
fundraising in the car park. This provided an opportunity 
for a review of the Show, and a new committee then took 
forward plans for a major event in the centre of the 
village. 

The offer of a field on an annual basis, from Lady 
Loveridge and her late husband, Sir John, has led to an 
increase in the size of the show. 

We were unlucky last year, the rain came just before the 
show opened at 2pm and it didn’t stop! It was one of the 
very few wet days in what turned out to be a long, hot and 
dry summer. Our spirits were not too dampened and 
although we made a loss there was enough good will to 
spur us on for this year. But good will on the part of so 
few of us is no longer enough to keep this show going.

Anxiety and stress can often create symptoms 
that in time cause illness. Anxiety is known to 
produce noticeable physical symptoms, such as 
rapid heartbeat, high blood pressure, and diges¬ 
tive problems. In General Anxiety Disorder (GAD) 
and Social Anxiety Disorder (SAD) the symptoms 
become so severe that normal daily functioning.

50m and 30m for Ladies).
